MILITARY REGULATIONS. 
PARLIAMENTARY RIGHT OF 


VETO CLAIMED. 


Mr. Gavan Duffy moved the suspension of. 
the agenda in order that the House might con- 
sider the assumption of power by the military 
authorities to inflict the death ig i upon 
civilians without the authority of Parliament. 
As he understood it, the resolution 

by the House a few weeks ago provided for an 
inquiry by the military authorities into certain 
offences, and he submitted that the death 
penalty was not to be inflicted without the 

sanction of Parliament. i 
Mr. Cosgrave said that the language used by | 
Mr. Gavan Duffy—‘‘ the assumption of power | 
by the military authorities to inflict the death | 
penalty on civilians was not worthy of him 
or worthy of the House. One would infer from 
his way of putting it that the military were 
going ‘to shoot civilians on the street indis- 
criminately. 

Mr. Duffy -agreed to postpone the matter 
then, but re-introduced it on the motion for 
adjournment. 

hree weeks ago, he said, the House passed 
a resolution sanctioning the establishment of 
emergency courts by the military authorities. 
The fundamental principle with which the 
House was concerned, or should be concerned, 
now was that the House must have control of 
the liberty of the citizen, and that that prin- 
ciple must be applied even in time of war, 
and, more particularly when dealing with 
civillans. i 
Under the protection of the resolution of 

the House, the Army Council had issued a 

proclamation whereby they purported to take 

power to sentence persons to death for certain 

offences. 

He ventured to assert that the greater tum- 

ber of members of the House who had. heard 

the debate on this question at the end of Sep- 

tember had clearly in mind that what was 

being done, and what was intended, was that 

whenever the military authorities deemed it 

necessary to impose the death sentence, the 
regulations should be brought up and laid on 
the table of the House before they were put 
into force. 

One of the offences set out was a “ breach 
of any general order made by the Army 
Council.” That was a new offence, and the 
resolution mever intended to create a new 
offence. 

The military authorities did not claim to be 
acting under the law at all. They said in their 
proclamation that they had made regulations 
on October 2 for the setting up of military 
eourts, and they said that these regulations 
would come into force on October 15. 

He did not think that any interpretation of 
the resolution of the House could justify the 
view taken by the military authorities, He ‘did 
not think that the military should be left to 
make regulations under which people may be 
sentenced to death outside the House, and 
without laying such regulations on the table of 
a House four days before they were put into 
oree. 
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GOVERNMENT’S REPLY. 


The Minister for Defence said that the raising 
of the question might not be a wanton attack 
on the Army authorities, but it was a wanton 
business that they had to come there and read 
out regulations passed in that House and al- 
ready discussed at pretty great length. 

Having quoted the regulations, the Minister 
said that from the wording of the regulations 
it was perfectly clear that there was only one 
reference to general orders made by the Army 
Council, and that they indicated clear authority 
for the infliction of punishment without any 
further ado. If it was not perfectly clear, he 
referred the deputy to the ers of the Day 
for September 28, in which there was an amend. 
ment in the name of the President requiring 
eértain general orders to be laid on the table of 
the Parliament. 

Reading the wording of that resolution, it did 
not seem to bear out the Spa a pointí. Ther 
orders issued by the Council had not to be laid 
before the House, as they consisted of regula- 
tions for the guidance of officers as to procedure 
to be adopted in regard to military courts. 

President Cosgrave said that the change re- 
ferred to by Mr. Gavan Duffy was a change 
imposed by Parliament, and had reference solely 
to the regulations that would be made by the 
Army, and he had left the House under no m!s- 
apprehension regarding the implication of those 
things. 

If any propaganda was used against these 
regulations, or any ulterior motives existed in 
the minds of deputies or of people outside— 
that was one of the disadvantages with which 
the Government had to put up from people in 
this country who had been unable to stand the 
shock of war and ehirked the responsibility of 
standing up to their liabilities in a case like the 
present. 

The Governmen} knew what the implications 
of these resolutions were. They knew full well 
the responsibilities undertaken by Ministers in 
submitting those regulations. Every Minister 
had a reversicnary responsibility for them.

The restaurant is the largest and most 
luxurious of its kind in the country, and has 
been planned on novel lines, and is an improve- 
ment on the latest ‘London and Continental 
ideas of modern catering. The public apart- 
ments are distributed over four floors, and, in- 
cluding the banqueting hall, are capable _of 
accommodating a thousand people at one tiMe. 
The main feature of the building is the 
ballroom on the top floor, where space is 
available for 600 dancers. The woodwork is_in 
oak, richly carved, and the wall panels are 
of silk damask, relieved here and there with 
great mirrors, 
The entire building has been erected by an 
Irish company, with Irish capital, under the 
chairmanship of Alderman P. W. Corrigan. 
The buildings were designed by Mr. Aubrey V. 
O'Rourke, and the general contractors were 
Messrs. H. and J. Martin, Dublin. The steel 
construction and ornamental iron work was 
carried out by Messrs. J. and C. McGloughlin, 
Ltd.; heating and ventilation by Haden's En- 
ineering Co., Ltd.; fibrous plaster work by 
Ár. M. Creedon; all the interior decoration by 
Messrs. J. Clatke and Sons; electfic lighting 
and power by Messrs. Roche and Magenis; sani- 
tary fittings by Messrs. Cosgrave and Co. 
Messrs. Gorevan Bros., Camden street, sup- 
plied the entire furniture for the restaurant, 
all of it being of Irish manufacture, and prin- 
cipally of Irish oak.

Crowe has been associated with many of the 
public boards of the city and is at present a 
member of the Port and Docks Board, of which 
he was chairman for the years 1916 and 1917. 
In the more intimate business affairs of the 
Irish Capital, he has taken an active part as a 
member of the Council of the Dublin Chamber 
of Commerce. 

During the late European War he was chosen 
to represent Southern Ireland on the Select 
Committee appointed by the Timber Controller 
in London, and was mainly instrumental! in 
having Ireland treated as a separate entity, and 
a Committee of Irishmen appointed in Dublin to 
deal with the rationing of timber supplies for 
all Ireland.
